I see very little about this healthful 


food in any of the items for making 
fowls healthy, -writes a Town and 
Country Journal subscriber. I raised 


la great many fowls, all ieinde mixed, 
for a family barnyard, and had much 
less than the average amount of sick- 
| ness among my poultry right through. 
| 1 considered at the time that much of 
| this was due to my practice of constant 
feeding of chopped onions to the fowls, 
and these often. 

With young growing turkeys, at 
whose raising I was very successful, I 
used ‘them freely, seldom letting a day 
go by without a feed of these chopped 
up fine,.so the little turks could gobble 
them{readily. I fed them these from 
thé very first.tyeek, and they grew to 
look for them eagerly, and leave other 
food for them after a little. When de- 
prived for a few days of this food they 
showed plaimy their loss and would 
beg-and hunt for their favorite delicacy 
and rush for it when given, as though 
famished for it.
